- Happy Revolution are ſufficiently known, and have 
' A: been acknowledg'd by the Repeated Votes and Addraſ- 
ſes. of "the Honourable Houſes of Commons both in England and Jre- 
"ad :-- And in particular, by the Votes in Ezeland, of April 9. 
4698 ,- their Disburſements and Loſſes for the Publick 
* Service, were, (on a moderate Computation) allow'd to amount 
to about 3ooco /. Burt the want of a proper Fund has hitherto 
been the Reaſon that no Compenſation has been made for the 
ſame: $0 that to this Day, great part of its Suburbs, and many 
Houſes, even within the Walls, ly in Kubbilb ; the Inhabitants 
thereof, by what they have Undergone for ſ{ccuring and 
defending that important Plice, being reduc'd to great Poverty 
and rendred unable to re-build them. 

AND in regard that the preſerving that Place (at ſo criti- 
cal a JunCfture) prevented the [ri Army from being tranjpor- 

, ted to England or Scotland, and conlequently kept England 
Quiet at Home, and made the Reuuction of ſre/and much more 
ealte, both in reſpe& of Bloud and Treaſure. 

AND the laid City being the only Place ia that Part 
of Ireland, to which Proteſtants in time of Eminent Danger 
can reſort, the Relief it gave them on the late Revolution 
not being the firſt Inſtance thereof : For in the Bloody Maſ- 
ſacre of 1641, the ſaid City was likewiſe a Refuge to Thou- 
fands of Poor Proteſtants.
